It is 
found today in the voice of the Can- 
adian Federation of Agriculture, the 
voice of farmers from coast to coast 
affiliated and resolute, destined to 
achieve the objectives of farmors 
everywhere in Canada. 

With these thoughts set forth in a 
manner not to antagonize any~ other 
‘elements in our national life, but only 
to state obvious truths in respect of 
the farmers of Canada, it is deemed 
the course of wisdom and duty for 
the weekly newspapers of Canada to 
say a word of praise and to the farm 
men and women of this great country 
at this time and to suggest a view of 
the immediate future.

Every noble’ effort -is accompanied 
by sacrifices. Thus our farmers hav. 
rot come through this turmoil un- 
cathed. They have ‘not materially im- 
oroved their situation beyond reducing, 
.Leir debts which were contracted dur. 
ing years of low prices. During war 
yeas they concentrated on produc 
tion; neglected through necessity, th 
maintenance of their farms and 
homes, and Wore machinery thai 
could not be replaced, 

Instead of taking full advantage of 
a seller’s market, they accepted price 
controls on their produce, which was 
to their immediate disadvantage but 
which they ‘still hope wil] bear results 
by way of a stabilized market in the 
future. On most farms the wartime 
production costs were low because 
of the long hours of labor expended 
by the farmer, his wife and family, 
He was not able to keep his farm 
buildings and equipment in proper 
state of repair, the cost of which is 
legitimate operating expense. Thes@ 
factors led to an unfaix' and high 
vate of income tax, 

The picture facing the farmer today 
is an ever increasing demand for 
fcod which must be produced with 
wern out machinery: and any replace- 
ments in either machinery or general 
farm repairs must be made at an ever 
increasing spiral of prices a spiral 
which is daily becoming out of line 
with the wages of many working 
people and with the returns of agri- 
cultural production, 

Thus in any Salute to Agriculture 
for past achievements we must algo 
consider the future, a future which 
will require co-operation and lesg in- 
dividualism, a future which will re- 
quire a strong democratic leadership 
or we wil] be headed for another 
dictatorship,

Crowd Alfend 
Indian Stampede — 


The largest crowd that ever attend- 
‘ed a rodeo in these parts was on hand 
last Wednesday, afternoon to witness 
the third annual Blackfoot Indian 
stampede. There were between 3,000 
and 4,000 people present, 

Long before the hour set ‘for the 
show to begin cars began to gather 
atjthe arena and an hour before the 
start the field was encircled with cars, 
Thera were cars from the States and 
all over western Canada, 

It was the best rodeo ever staged 
here both in attendance and the num- 
bere of entities. The show began on 
time and was kept going until about 
eight o’clock before the finals were 
ccempleted. Once started there were 
ne delays, contestant followed con- 
festant rapidly. The animals were 
in fine fettle and as wicked as “they 
make fem”, Riders were thrown with 
such regularity that it was a fore. 
gone conclusion that the next rider 
would bite the dust, 

The only serious injury was suf- 
fered by Pat Stevens of the Blackfoot 
Reserve who had a thigh broken when 
the horse he was riding threw him 
and stepped on his leg. There were 
plenty of minor bruises suffered by 
other contestants, 

‘The races held on the race track 
surrounding the arena created a lot 
of interest, There was one accident 
in the mile race when on the second 
round a“horse left the track and threw 
its rider. He lay motionless until 
picked up He suffered an injured 
back. :

go-round was the most popular of all 
‘and*it did a roaring business, with the 
small folks all afternoon,

THE MONTHS WHICH HAVE FOLLOWED the end of the war have 


been quite different to what it was hoped they might be. 


The world had 


looked forward to peace as a time when life would settle again into normal 
channels, but events which have taken place during the past year cannot 
be considered to be encouraging, Widespread famine, serious strikes and 
continued disagreement and misunderstanding among nations who a short 
time ago were firmly united in a common cause have marked the past 
months, and conditions today have little resemblance to the post-war world 
which was so eagerly awaited, This turn which events have taken has led 
many people to become cynical and pessimistic in regard to the future 
and there is indeed ample cause for such an attitude at this time.

Nevertheless, there is danger in such a trend of 
thought and people should, instead of losing hope, 
maintain faith in the future and do all that they 


can to support those forces which are working 


for a better world. 


In spite of the fact that so many matters of importance 


appear to the average citizen to have been poorly managed, there are 
sincere people in high positions in every land who are doing their utmost 
to deal wisely with the overwhelming problems of these times, and to 


preserve the peace for which we paid so dearly in life and materials. 


Had 


our attitude been hopeless and cynical we would surely have lost the war, 
and if we allow this viewpoint to develop now, we may well lose the peace. 
“It was courage and determination on the part of the people of all the Allied 
nations which made possible the victory and it is apparent that these quali- 
ties are needed now as much, if not more, than they were during the war. 


Might Help To 
Shape Events 


It is natural that the individual citizen should feel 
that there is little he can do ahout such stupen- 
dous problems as famine, strikes, and-international 
tension, but if all the people interested themselves 


sincerely in the affairs of the day! and made their opinions felt they might 


help, in some degree at least, to shape the course of events. 


In Canada 


it would be interesting to know what percentage of the people know the 
names of their representatives in Parliament and in the Provincial Legisla- 
ture. In rural communities the percentage might be fairly high, but there 
would undoubtedly be many in all parts of the country who know little 
about their representatives and have little interest in them. Yet if they 
wished to do so, the people could make known through these representatives, 
their opinions in regard to the food crisis, labor trouble and other problems 


which affect the public Welfare. 


Many legislators have stated that they 


welcome expressions of opinion from the people they represent, and a 
strongly presented viewpoint on any question would without doubt influ- 
ence the policy of the country. Instead of giving in to feelings of cynicism 
and pessimism regarding the future, the people should take up the challenge 


to work through every possible means to build the kind of a world for 
which the war was fought and won.

Gold Smugglers 


A Campaign To End Their Activities 
In Cuba 

High officials. said the Mexican 
Embassy had asked the co-operation 
of the Cuban government in a cam- 
paign to put an end to the activities 
of gold smugglers who have been 
using Havana as a base of opera- 
tion. 

Customs officers were reported to 
have seized $1,712,250 in gold be- 
tween June 6, 1945 and last Feb. 6 
from travellers attempting to smug- 
gle the precious metal into the island. 
Customs authorities estimated that 
since February smugglers, using 
small boats plying between Mexican 
and Cuban ports, had increased their 
illegal imports to more than $5,000,- 
000, 

Most of the gold was believed in- 
tended for European black markets 
but police investigators asserted part 
of it was earmarked for Argentina. 

U.S. WAR DEAD 

The bodies of nearly 250,000 ser- 
vicemen and wonien killed in the Sec- 
ond Great War will be returned to 
the United States for burial with 
military honors in their home soil, 
Mancel Talcott, chairman of the 
American Legion Grave Registration 
Program, announced. This will be 
80 per cent. of those buried in foreign 
lands, he said. 


Royal Bank President 
Sydney G. Dobson Succeeds The Late 
Morris W. Wilson 

Born in the little town of Sdyney, 
N.S., when it had a population of 
1,480, Sydney G. Dobson has been 
elected president of the Royal Bank 
of Canada. He is the second member 
of the bank staff to work his way 
up from the lowliest desk, that of 
junior clerk, to the highest executive 
position, and he did it in 46 years, 

Mr. Dobson succeeds to the chair 
left vacant by the unexpected death 
of Morris W. Wilson, who had fol- 
lowed the same course through suc- 
tessively important positions, and 
had been President since 1934, 

Mr. Dobson and the late Morris W. 
Wilson began their banking careers 
in the Maritime Provinces within 
three years of each other, At various 


times in their early banking days] 


their paths came together, first at 
Truro in 1904, where Mr, Wilson was 
acountant and young Dobson a ledger 
keeper under him. Even in that 
early day Mr. Wilson foresaw that 
the hardworking and conscientious 
youngster was marked for future dis- 
tinction. In 1916 their paths again 
converged, when Mr. Dobson suc- 
ceeded Mr, Wilson as manager of 
Vancouver branch, Mr. Dobson's ap- 
pointment three years later as gen- 
eral inspector at head office, Mont- 
real, again brought these two men 
together, and together they worked 
as a team until Mr, Wilson’s untimely 
death. 

The new president of the Royal 
Bank of Cnada is not the traditional 
banker type. He is easy to meet, 
affable, keenly aware of his responsi- 
bility as head of an institution serv- 
ing the general public. His approach 
to problems is direct and incisive, hs 
decisions quickly made. 

In the affairs of the community in 
which he lives Mr, Dobson has al- 
ways taken a keen and active part. 
Close to his heart is the welfare of 
the less fortunate and, in Montreal 
particularly, he has been closely 
identified for some years with the 
work of the Welfare Federation, 
whose campaign in 1940 he directed 
as chairman,

Information 


Q.—My husband was discharged 
from the services some time ago 
and when he applied for his ration 
book the other day it only contained 
coupons from the date on which he 
applied for the book. Why shouldn't 
he get coupons from the date of his) 
discharge? 


A,—Your husband could have called 
for his book immediately after his 
discharge and it would have con- 
tained all the coupons from that date 
on, Naturally it is assumed that the 
coupons are not needed if a person 
does not apply for a ration book im-| 
mediately and for that reason cou- 
pons which become valid before the 
date of application are removed be-/} 
fore the book is issued. |

Q.—Will it be necessary for me 
to take my ration book when I go on 
holidays? I am planning on stay- 
ing at a summer hotel. 


A.—Any Canadians staying for 
two weeks or more at a summer 
hotel must take their ration book 


along. The management will remove 
one butter, one sugar-preserves and 
two meat coupons for every two- 
week period. American guests at 
Canadian summer hotels will not be 
asked for ration coupons, and there- 
fore need not apply for temporary 
ration cards during their stay in 
Canada.

Medical Care 


Health Service For Indians 
Eskimos To Be Increased 
Plans of the Health Department 
for expansion of health services and 
Medical treatment for Indians and 
Eskimos were outlined to the Parlia- 
mentary committee on Indian affairs 
by Hon. B. Claxton, Health Min- 
ister, 

The Minister told the committee, 
now studying revision of the Indian 
Act, that the department's proposals 
aimed to: 

1. Increase staffs and revise sal- 
aries, re-organize the professional 
staff on a service basis and increase 
hospital facilities and the number of 
nursing stations. 

2. Intensify tuberculosis case find- 
ings, extend use of vaccine and ex- 
tend and develop specific immuniza- 
tion. 

8. Provide for medical examina- 
tion of those entering the north and 
require those who may be a danger- 
ous source of infection to accept pre- 
scribed treatment. 

4. Arrange for fuller use of Gov- 
ernment transportation facilities for 
the movement of medical personnel 
and patients and extend co-operation 
with all appropriate agencies work- 
ing in the health field. 

5. Provide increased dental care, 
improve first aid arrangements and 
increase research activity. 

6. Appoint departmental nurses to 
residential schools and train Indian 
doctors and nurses.

BAREILLY, India.—Breaking the 
age-old custom of strict “purdah”, 
wives of Indian soldiers living at the 
Jat regimental centre are becoming 
club-minded.

Not Yet Decided 


Design For The Governor-General’s 

Official Seal Being Considered 

Not that anybody would notice it, | 
but the formidable array of docu- 
ments needed to effect a royal ascent 
for a dozen bills in the Senate cham- 
ber recently lacked the finish they 
will have in a few weeks. 

Only the black-gowned clerks and 
stiffly-erect aides knew that the Gov-| 
ernor’s seal on the royal warrant| 
was a makeshift affair. In fact it| 
was an ordinary barrister's stamp 
with the impression left on the docu- 
ment merely two blank rings. 

The Governor's private seal is 
needed on the royal warrant used 
to appoint the chief justice as the 
acting Governor to give the royal 
assent to bills passed by Parliament. 

But Viscount Alexander is a new 
peer and his coat of arms has not 
been settled by the College of Her- 
alds in Britain. So he had to use 
the blank seal of a-barrister to make 
formal the proceedings in the Sen- 
ate chamber. 

After his arms are approved they 
will be imprinted on a special seal 
by the royal mint and will be used 
jhenceforth on all such occasions. 
There is no indication as to the de- 
sign the Heralds will subscribe for 
Lord Alexander. 

The last time a makeshift seal 
was used was 11 years ago when 
Lord Tweedsmuir began his term as 
Governor shortly after being raised 
to the peerage.
